7. To raise such sums as may be necessary 
for the support of the public library. 

8. To see if the town will vote to free the road 
leading to the farm now occupied by Thos. Mat- 
thews, now laid out, subject to gates and bars. 

9. To transact such other business as may law- 
fully come before said meeting.
